"\\'e do not recall th- merits of the case. cither from the view- 


point ot the newspaper or of tin- judge. But for the purposes of 
our ov.-n comment the details of the dash between {he court 
and 


the newspaper arc immaterial. 


The story that was printed was either true or false. If true, 


it ought to have been printed. And it ought to have been followed 
up by the impeachment of the judge. If false, the judge had re- 
course ia a civil suit for libel against the newspaper. 


But being & judge, neither course was pursued, but a proceed- 


ing aeainsi 3!i. Nelson "for contempt of court was instituted. Even 
after he had deierinined to follow this i-uir^e the judjrt- admitted 
that the alleged offense was defa:>.iaii<>n of character. 


He accordingly Issued the process himself, tried the 
question 


himself and, without a jury, decided it against the defendant. He 
read as his decision a document he admitted he had prepared him- 
self in advance. He wound up this ghastly legal farce in a fitting 
manner — -he imposed sentence himself.
